The closest prior art of record (US 2001/0054206 Al) does not teach or disclose at least 
one fluorescent dye of the claimed formulae (Fl), (F3) or (F4) in a combination with at least one 
conditioning agent of the claimed species that is insoluble in the medium in a cosmetic 
composition, a process for dyeing human keratin fibers, a process for coloring skin, a process for 
dyeing human keratin materials or a multi-compartment device for dyeing and/or lightening 
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keratin fibers as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of human keratin fibers dyeing formulations.
